31, on which date it must be filed
with the county clerk. Under the
manner in which the municipality s
managed it is necessary only to esti-
mute the cost of road improvements
and the maintennnee of roads and the
requirements of 'the general fund,
against whieh nearly all warrants are
issned.  Other depariments nre pro-
vided for in a different way. Tt is
posdible that the quedlion of raising
funds will be diseugsed at o speeial
peasion, when eitizens will be given
an opportunity to participate in the
deliberations.

Mueh trouble is apt to be eneoun-
tered in future elections because of
n conflict that has been diseovered in
elootion lnws., One law enacted ot
Salem last winter provides that a
typewritten list of the registered vot-
ors of the precinet shall be supplied
the eleetion board, instend of o poll
boolk. Another law, passed al the
same session, provides for a poll book.
The Coonty Clerks’ associalion in-
dorsed o bill which does away with
registration hooks and supplants it
with a eard index system. When an
election is held the county elerk must

bend n typewritten list of the regis-
tared volers of a precinet to the elee-
tion board of the precinet, and as an
eloeflor voles the nonber of his turn

|ab the ballot is noted. This will re-

quire n turning and shifting of type-
pages, instead of writing
down the name of each elecior, ns
has been the eustom in the poll book.

After a general eleotion, the coun-
ty eclerk’s office must exmmine the
voters' list of each procinet and as-
corfain what eleetors failed to vote,
Sush names will by siricken from the

precinot list. With inexperionced or
nervous elerks, ® is phable thny
some electors will not checked as

voling., nnd next time they present
themselves they will be informed that
they must re.register. This will osuse
diffienlty.

prisoners hmve escoped speaks well
for ite management by the sheniff.
We would respectfully recommend
that the county vourt take the neoss-
sary stéps, as soon ms the financial
condition warrants it, looking to the
construslion of u modern jail with
departments for both men and woman
and that it be built of proportions
commensurate with the inereasing
